ure, which has fired the imagination 
of fortune hunters in recent weeks, 
the gold that was buried 
by 
Ben. 
Marshall before the Civil war? There 
are some old-timers around ‘Musko­ 
gee who think so. 
J. J. Ayers, of Denton, Tex., is in 
Oklahoma City trying to get some 
one to assist him on a trip to search 
for this money, hidden in old Indian 
Territory. He says that years ago a 
drunken trapper told him the story 
of a cave in 'Indian T erritory that 
had four barrels of gold and silver 
coin in i t The trapper every time he 
came to Fort Smith, brought pockets 
full of gold coins, proof of his story. 
Ayers believes he can locate the hid­ 
den treasure. The story of the old 
trapper w as recalled to his mind by 
the story that an Indian named Keys 
was searching for such buried treas­ 
ure in northeastern Oklahoma and 
southw estern Missouri. 
During the Civil war the Indians 
hid and buried vast 
quantities 
of 
money in the territory. The Indian 
annuities were paid in gold and sil­ 
ver coin before the war and every 
Indian family in the territory had 
mohey. (Much of it was Hidden in the 
grave houses built over the graves 
in the Creek cemeteries and in every 
conceivable hiding place. 
One of the wealthiest half breeds 
in the Indian 
T erritory 
was 
Ben. 
Marshall ,who grandson, Ben. Mar­ 
shall III, now lives at 
Clarksville, 
Okla. Ben. (Marshall was a trader and 
a large slaveowner. 'His plantations 
lay between the two rivers and the 
rich black earth produced enormous 
crops. 'He traded and bought and sold 
and accum ulated large sums of mon­ 
ey. 
’When the civil war 
broke 
out, 
Marshall had four barrels full of gold 
and silver coins stored in his home. 
'Numbers of the older Indians have 
seen the money and know that he 
had it. One night iMarshall had a 
trusty old negro slave hitch a team 
to a farm wagon and he and the ne­ 
gro, with the assistance of Mrs. Mar­ 
shall, loaded the barrels of m oney 
into the wagon and Marshall and the 
negro man drove aw ay to hide the 
treasure. 
-The next day Judge N. B. Moore, 
who now lives at 'Haskell, met 'Mar­ 
shall and was told of the errand and 
saw the barrels of money in the wa­ 
gon. The treasure was hidden some­ 
where and Marshall returned home. 
'His wife knew where the barrels of 
money were hidden but the secret 
was known only to 
three 
persons, 
(Marshall, his wife and 
the 
negro 
slave. All three died within a few

months of each other and without di­ 
vulging the secret and 'M arshall’s de­ 
scendants have never been able to 
find the money. Ut is hidden some 
where in the Cherokee nation, but 
where no one knows unless, as seems
